Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Stoll 780 

Stoll '780 a process of the present invention for oxidizing iron-doped lithium 
niobate wherein the trivalent state to divalent state iron ion ratio is greatly enhanced and 
avoids the formation of unacceptable levels of lithium tri-niobate. The application may 
further use an electric field to enhance the protonation of the iron-doped lithium niobate. 
Converting a substantial portion of the divalent iron ions present in the crystal to 
trivalent iron ions helps to minimize the formation of lithium-tri-niobate. 

The difference being that Stoll' 780 does not exactly teach removing freed 
electrons using an external current source. However, in the absence of unobvious 
results, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to determine ■ 
through routine experimentation the optimal process parameter limitation in order to 
ensure proper orientation. The motivation being to minimize the light-absorbing color 
centers within said iron-doped lithium niobate. 

A reference is good not only for what it teaches by direct anticipation but also for 
what one of ordinary skill might reasonably infer from the teachings. In re Opprect 12 
USPQ 2d 1235, 1236 (CAFC 1989); In re Bode 193 USPQ 12; In re Lamberti 192 
USPQ 278; In re Bozek 163 USPQ 545, 549 (CCPA 1969); In re Van Mater 144 USPQ 
421; In re Jacoby 135 USPQ 317; In re LeGrice 133 USPQ 365; In re Preda 159 USPQ 
342 (CCPA 1968).
